It promiſeth, you find a likclhhoovd, 
Take heed, that no ſclf-intereſt, divert 
That approbation, whercunto your heart 
Inclineth you; for God will find you our, 
And croſs the Counter-work you go about, , 
In England and in Wzhes, there is a Shire, 
For cy'ry Week that's numbred inthe year. 
By Twelve, according tothe Months divide 
The Counties, with their Perſons qualified

Ler cach twelfth part, ſtill orderly perfeycr 
Totake a turn, till ev'ry Shirc hath had 
A Month'incv'ry year ; and having made 
Their choice, let them ſtill enter and withdraw 
Succeſſively by a perpetual Law, | 
No mana place of Truſt, ſupplying there, 
At one Eleion, longer than one year. |
